Cold figures read like fiction and 
narnes—some of them—read like vau- 
deville wheezes' in the new city direc- 
tory, whose pages Chicago will be 
thumbing this week. 

It is the first directory to be pub- 


} lished since 1917 and was compiled and 


printed by R. L. Polk & Co. at a cost 
placed at $350,000 and more than a 
year’s work. 

By a system of computation com- 
monly used in large cities, the popula- 
tion of “Chicago is estimated by the

Meisner Gets Noose for 


Schlessinger Death. 


John W. Meisner, who bears the 


Scars of three machine gun bullet 


wounds received during eighteen 
months’ service in the trenches of 


/France, was sentenced yesterday to 


death on the gallows for the murder of 
Joseph Schlessinger, a taxicab driver. 
Judge Philip L. Sullivansof the Crim- 
inal court set the date of the execution 
at Oct. 19, 

At the same time the court sen- 
tenced James Hunter, owner cf the 
Hillside inn, a roadhouse on the south 
side, to life imprisonment for con- 
spiracy regarding the killing. Hunter, 
it is charged, was a “Fagin” who 
sent other bandits out to commit rob- 
beries and holdups. 

Eight Now Await Noose. 


Meisner, who is 28 years old, is one 


,of eight men now awaiting death in 
“ murderer’s row”in the county jail. 


He was found guilty of the murder of 
the taxi driver, which occurred on Feb. 


6 while Meisner and another man were 


attempting to rob him, by a jury be- 
fore Judge Sullivan. five weeks ago. 


. The case came up again yesterday on 


a motion for a new trial. This was 


Genied after argument. 

Judge Sullivan asked Mesiner 
whether he had anything to say before 
s. tence was passed. 

“I am innocent,” said the prisoner 
as he rose slowly to his feet. 

From Hero to Condemned. 

“Then it is up to me to pass sentence 
on you,” said the court. “The passing 
of a death sentence on a man is a hard 
thing to do, I wish you to know. And 
it is even more difficult in this case. 

“My mind goes back to the scenes we 
both were witnessing a few years ago. 
You and I wer@ in the. same army, 
Meisner. We perhaps were side by 
side during the war. But that does not 
enter into this matter. I should think 
tht your experience in the war would 
have taught you to stay away from 
crime. 

“You have trespassed the laws of 
our land and the laws of humanity de- 
mand that you pay for this murder 
with your life. I sentence you to be 
hanged by the neck until dead.”’ 

lin Became Hysterical. 

..s the final woilts were pronounced 
a number of Meisner’s relatives be- 
came hysterical and bailiffs were 
rushed to quiet them. Marie, younger 
cister of the condemned man, mioved 
forward as he was led from the room. 

She followed him into the “bullpen.” 

Mrs. Marie Meisner, his mother, went 
into the lockup a few minutes later 
and put her arms around her boy’s 
shoulders. 

“To think of- how pmpud and happy 
I was when you came home after the 
war,”.ghe said. ‘I remember the hel- 
met you wore, and how proud you 
were of your scars, ‘And to think that 
row nry boy must face the gallows!” 

She wept, and bailiffs led her from 
the room,

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BGOTIATING the devious thirty 
miles between Gary and Michi- 
gan City in the increasingly pop- 
ular trip to Michigan lakes and 
resorts has become the toughest tour- 
ing problem faced by Chicago dri 
this season. Heavy traffic over the In- 
diana macadam, gravel, and stone

Work on the new Dunes highway, the 
twenty foot concrete road through the 
heart of the Dunes, linking Michigan 
City and Gary, although progressing 
rapidly, cannot be completed until late 
in the touring season.

Glands Must Have Freedom. 

It is because your body is developing 
and the tiny glands in the skin are 
undergoing great changes that you are 
more subject to the irritating blem- 
ishes which so affect your appearance. 
Sometimes with these changes there 
will attend a muddy complexion, red- 
ness of the nose; pimples, and so on. 
Some girls escape but the majority 
during the period of development suf- 
fers somewhat. 


The worst thing you can do is to 


clear and healthy. 
Drink Plenty of Water. 

First of all I urge you to drink 
plenty of water and be very regular 
in your habits of toilet. Eat fruit, 
stewed or ripe, every morning. 

And watch you luncheon plate. If 
you buy luncheon eclaires, doughnuts, 
cream puffs, and other pastries and in- 
dulge in ice cream between meals and 
at table you are going to have trouble. 

Drink milk every day. And go ever 
and ever so lightly on candy. You 
may eat some—a piece or two after 
meals—but never immediately before 
you sit down to table. And there 
must be no consuming bags and half 
pound boxes in the course of twenty- 
four hours, 

Eat salads twice a day, if it is pos- 
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sible, and vegetables at dinnér every 
night. 
Constipation Frequent Cause. 

You would be surprised to know how 
frequently neglect of daily evacuation 
is to blame. With your youth and 
ability to get out doors and indulge 
in exercise on every possible occasion 
there is far less excuse for a blotched 
skin than for older women. If, per- 
chance, you suffer constipation in spite 
of outdoor exercise and a good fruit 
and vegetable diet, take a teaspoonful 
of liquid petrolatum every night. This 
is in no sense a drug, and may be 
taken with perfect safety. 

Yeast, too, may be given a trial. 
The amount necessary to cause a 
movement varies from one-quarter to 
one cake three times a day, and may 
be taken before, after, or between 
meals. Fresh compressed yeast, such 
as is sold in. small cakes at groceries, 
is preferable. It may be eaten alone, 
or dissolved in a liquid, such as water, 
milk, beef tea, or fruit juice. It may 
be spread on a cracker. It corrects 
constipation, and I have known it to 
aet most beneficially in clearing up 
the skin. 

Pienty of Seap and Water. 

What shall you apply to your face? 
Soap and water. Leave the ointments, 
liquids, and creams to the older femi- 
nine members of the household. You 
want your complexion to have the 
giow of youth. 

Soap and water must not be con- 

fined to the face. It is important to 
wash thoroughly the skin of the whole 
body every day. A daily bath is the 
secret of bright and rosy cheeks. Be- 
gin in the summer with the cold 
shower, and keep that up for the rest 
of your life. It is the great complexion 
getter. Cold water keepa your flesh 
firm and hard, and I don’t believe one 
who has the daily cold water habit 
ever suffers from. the common {lis of 
the complexion. ‘ 
' If you detect blackheads around the 
nose, on the forehead, and around the 
mouth corners, where they usually ap- 
pear on the young person first, buy a 
complexion brush and scrub your face 
morning and night in warm water and 
soap, rinse in warm water, and then 
immerse the face in cold water. Don’t 
be afraid of water. At no time in your 
life do you need so much to keep the 
pores of the skin free in order to get 
rid of the material your growing proc- 
esas engenders.

DRESSES FOR TYE BABY. 


8 fine materials as can be af- 
forded should be used for baby’s 
dresses. Sheer batiste, Persian 
lawn, French nainsook, and 
similar materials are guitable. A con- 
siderable saving may be realized by 
buying remnants in lengths sufficient 
for one or two dresses. There is sel- 
dom a time when the remnant count- 
ers do not display an attractive pile 
of remnants of various lengths and 

degrees of fineness. , 

A dress should depend, in a meas- 
ure, for its beauty, on the fineness of 
the materials chosen and the beauty 
of the work, rather than on elaborate 
trimming. A five inch hem, either 
hemmed plain or hemstitched, is a 
beautiful finish for the bottom. A 
narrower hem, with several alternate 
rows of Valenciennes lace insertion and 
strips of the dress material, makes a 


lovely finish. Still another way is to 
lay a deep hem, then mark off the 
edge in scallops or points, turn the 
hem in on the wrong side, following 
this outline, hem in as small atitches 
as possible; and then on the right side 
outline this edge with one row of a 
single fine feather stitch. 

These little yokes may be made in 
& variety of ways—square, rounded, 
pointed, or some fancy shape across 
the lower edge—and solidly tucked, or 
with alternate rows of insertion and 
tucking; or insertion and the plain ma- 
terial, showing a tiny briar stitch; or 
the plain material delicately embroid- 
ered.

The corresponding differ- 
ence between the percentage employed 
in the two groups is only 6.4. Subject- 
ing the difference, however, to the 
mathematical formula used by the 
bureau, on the basis of the numbers 
stugied there is nothing significant 
about it. 


Education Plays a Part.

On Not Grating Chocolate. 

There is hardly a recipe to be found 
with the direction, “ grate chocolate,” 
in which you cannot substitute melted 
chocolate. The safest way to melt it 
is to put it in a double boiler, but 
that may be wasteful if the boiler is 
large, so a better way is to put it in 


‘a small frying pan or saucepan over 


a small fire or in the oven. If it is to 
be mixed with a liquid, the best way 
is to melt it with a little of that liquid 
first and stir to a cream and then with 
the rest. 

Chocolate Tapioca with Dates, — 


For a dessert for two people take one 
ounce or square of chocolate, one table 
spoon of sugar, two tablespoons of 
granulated tapioca, one cup of water, a 
bit of salt, and about a quarter of a 
.pound of dates cleaned and stoned and 
cut up fine, and a little vanilla. This 
may not seem sweet enough to some 
people, but the whipped cream may 
be sweetened or more sugar used in the 
cooking. 

The old recipes for puddings like 
this always advised grating the choco- 
late and using boiling water. It is just 
as well to use cold water and better to 
melt the chocolate. Cut up the ounce 
of chocolate or melt it in double boiler. 
It is quicker to cut it in a few pieces, 
add a quarter of a cup of water, melt 


and stir until a smooth cream, add rest 
of water and sugar and tapioca, and 
stir until the mixture boils, then let | 
stand over a low fire with occasional | 
stirring until the tapioca is well cooked. | 
Take from stove and stir in the dates | 
and flavoring, pour into molds, chill | 
well, and serve with whipped cream. | 
Instead of thickening a plain chocolate | 
pudding, without fruit, with flour or 
corn starch, this base with the tapicca |

gression, for life comes too easily for 
them.

Disturb 
him and see him play dead, his ugly 
jaws set wide agape, his head thrown 
back, his beady, compound eyes star- 
ing.

He does not fight; long ago 
he lost his ability to codrdinate his 
body enough to win a hard battle. So 
he lies there, hoping that eyes as stu- 
pid as his will pass him by, and that 
senses as blunt as his will not per- 
ceive his presence.

It 
was then an almost bare tract of twen- 
ty-five acres. Its features are a lovely 
inclosed garden, an orchard, a meadow 
lane, and,what is known locally as 
Ragdale ring, an open air theater, 
where some exquisite open.air per- 
formances have been given. Still a 
fourth Green Bay road garden to be 
open to inspection that day will be 
Mrs. William E. Clow’s, which was 
designed by that well known authority 
on gardens, Miss Rose Nichols of Bos- 
ton and Cornish. This is a most effec- 
tive arrangement of color and form. 
Mrs. George D. McLaughlin’s place on 
Laurel avenue, a little off Green Bay 
road, is the fifth on the list of places 
the public can see that day. Mrs. Mc- 
Laughlin is herself an expert gardener 
and not only designed her effects, but 
works with her hands in her garden. 
Herbaceous borders are her specialty 
and make a beautiful showing. The 
last on the list is the George A. Mc- 
Kinlock place on the furthest edge 
of Deerpath avenue, where the sun 
sets over the Ogden Armour place. 
This garden was laid out by Simonds 
and its spacious and velvety lawns and

TO WIDEN ITS 


Big Civic Project. 


a 


Chicago's big Hoosier suburb, Ham- 
mond, has just announced a program 
of street widening which includes 
many of its “loop” streets, involves 
an expenditure of several] million dol- 
lars, and which to date has brought 
only one wail of protest from a proper- 
ty owner. We’'re'sorry to have to ad- 


mit that this gentleman is not only 
wealthy but hails from Chicago, where 
street widening is getting as common- 
place as stickups. 

The interesting angle to Hammond's 
big civic betterment program is that 
only the property owners fronting on 
the streets actually to be widened are 
assessed. And with this one outstand- 
ing exception all are strong for it. 

The program means practically the 
rehabilitation of the Hammond down- 
town section. South Hohman street is 
to be widened twenty-twd feet to an 
eighty-two foot thoroughfare for oné 
mile, from Russell to Carroll. West 
State will be widened’ twenty feet, 
making it eighty feet wide, from Hoh- 
man street to the state line, a quarter 
of a mile. 

Fayette street will be made twenty- 
six feet wider, giving it a width of sev- 
enty-six feet between Hohman and the 
Monon tracks. Standard avenue, now 
sixty-six feet, will be made 112 feet 
wide for four and a half miles extend- 
ing from the state line to the Gary city 
limits. 

Indianapolis boulevard, at present 
eighty feet wide, will be widened to 
120 feet, forty feet being taken off of 
the north side of the thoroughfare, 
from Calumet avenue for one and a 
half miles to the state line. 

Columbia avenue, now 60 feet wide 
in places, is to be made uniformly 
80 feet in width. All but Columbus, 
Standard, and Indianapolis boulevard; 
are downtown streets. The latter 
thoroughfare will be paved through 
federal, state, and county aid. 

The city plan committee of the Ham- 
mond Chamber of Commerce, headed 
by Roscoe Woods of Woods, Martin & 
Co., Hammond realtors, and a sub- 
committee on street widening, headed 
by William Love, have been the active 
factors in the big Hammond improve- 
ment project. 

Work is expected to start shortly, 
and, according to Mr. Woods, the 
needed expansion of Hammond's loop 
street traffic facilities will be cared for 
now at a cost several millions below
